The next few years will witness great activity In branch’ lines railway | 
¢onstruction. in Western Canada, judging by ‘the Canadian National Railways 
programme covering the next three years, recently outlined to Parliament 
by Hon. Charles A. Dunning, Minister of Railways, coupled with the} 
intimation that has been given that the Canadian Pacific also plans exten- | 
sive branch lines building in the West, although, at the time of writing, the 
details of their programme have not been made public. 

Canada i+ well equipped with main lines of railway; so well equipped | 
in fact that the statement is frequently made that the Dominion. has over- | 
built in this respect. These main lines run east and west, carrying the| 
products of the West to Ontario, Quebec, the Atlantic and the Pacific coast, 
and bringing to the -prairies the manufactured goods of the east, and the | 
fruit, fish, lumber of British Columbia, as well as the imports coming | 
through our seaport cities. ~ 

But in order to make these long main Unes profitable from an operating 
standpoint, there must be a veritable network of branch lines to feed them. 
It is in the West that these- feeders are mostly needed, and where the 
possibilities for securing new and larger trafic is most promising. ° 

There is another lack in the West in the railway situation as it now 
exists, and that ts in the matter of lines running north and south connecting 
Branch line construction in more 
recent years has been planned so as to not only provide feeders to the main 
lines, but through a gradual linking up of these branches bring about con- 
necting lines running in a generally north and south direction, 

Branch line construction in the West must, in the future,. have still 
another main objective in mind. The Hudson Bay Railway is being pushed 
to completion, and by the end of the year steel will almost if not quite 
each to the Bay terminal, By the West, this railway is regarded as a main 
line,—-a direct Western route to tidewater and the markets of Europes | 
this route proves to be what its advocates claim for it, then in the not now 
distant future millions of bushels of Western grain will move north which 
must, now find an outlet either to the Atlantic or the Pacific. . 

Our existing network of main and branch lines must be provided wtih 
direct connection with the Hudson Bay Railway. Its success requires this, 
and the people demand it in order that they may enjoy ‘maximum benefits 
which the new outlet should provide. 

As the southern terminus of the Hudson Bay Railway ts in Saskatch- 
ewan, it naturally follows that the initial work of providing dfrect~con- 
nection ‘with it must be done in that Province through the building of 
certain branches which will have the effect of linking up existing lines with 
the Bay road. The building of such Hnes are included in the C.N.R. pro-| 
gramme” recetitly announced. It would be a mistake, however,* to regard 
these as-ptirely Saskatchewan brag¢hes. They are just as important and as}

Commissioner Starnes of the Royal 
Canacian Mounted Police, in his an- 
nual report to the Minister of Justice, 
draws attention to the reduced 
‘strength of the force, and a marked 
increase in the number of cases dealt 
with.

food supply for the natives. Game in 
that section of the Canadtan North is 
in danger of extermination and the 
survival of the Eskimo ‘is menaced.

Department of Revenue 


New Name is Proposed for Depart- 
ment of Excise and Customs

(By C. W. Peterson) 

The best “country doctors” that 
nine out of ten farmers should call 
are the well driller and the plumber, 
according to A. W. Rothwell, one of 
the leading sanitary engineers of the 
U.S.A.. In a recent statement on. ru- 
ral health he {is Quoted as_ saying: 
“The country cemeteries aré silent ac- 
cusers of the unsanitary, wasteful and 
wife-killing water, system “enjoyed” 
by the average farm home, according 
to U.S. Census figures that show. that 
nine out of ten farm homes are still 
without running water in the home, 
‘though automobiles and telephones 
are found in nearly 100 per cent. of 
some sections. Such diseases as 
typhoid and others that come 
from contaminated water sup- 
plies, as well as disease originating 
with constipation, are practically all 
due to impure“water supply for the 
home and the cagrying in of what lit- 
tle water is used. Death among ba- 
bies run three times as high in homes 
where all water must be carried into 
the home by hand as where the sup- 
ply is piped in under. pressure and 
connected with bath and proper. sew- 
age disposal, according to health 
officials.” 

Unfortunately this s'ate of affairs 
is equally as bad fn rural Canada. 
Health is one of. the first essentials of 
life and yet how seldom we pay at- 
tention to important safeguards, par- 
ticularly if money or effort is requir- 
ed in putting them in force. Better 
rural sanitation Is one of the great 
needs of Canada today. A denser ru- 
ral population would solve many of 
the sanifary problams of the: Cana- 
Glan farm. Better roads leading to 


greater social intercourse would na- 


turally follow, which would bring. in 
its train a tendency to study -more 
closely the wisdom of providing. the 
household conveniences that make 
the farm mhomme more sanitary and 
attractive.

Good Results Achieved by C.N.R. In 
Spreading Helpful Information

Encouraging . results are being 
achieved by the lecture car which the 
Canadian National Railways, in con- 
junction with the Extension Service 
of the University of Saskatchewan, 
are operating in Saskatchewan, ase- 
cording toa report received by Dan. 
M. Johnson, western manager of the 
agriculture department of the com- 
pany. The car, which started out. on 
January 17, had been visited by 1783 
people up to February 12, in spite of 
the fact that at several points excep- 
tionally cold or stormy weather was 
encountered.. Of the total atten- 
dance 507 were. children of school 
age, an interesting fact, as the ma- 
jority of them took active part in the 
discussion which followed the various 
lectures.

Revival of Old Idea 


Sir Jchn Macdonald Suggested Name 
“Kingdom of Canada" Before 
Confederation 
There is something unique and un- 


date by a Western Progressive mem- 
ber,. Mr. Garland, of the old idea of 
calling his country the “Kingdom of 
Candida.” It may not be generally 
known that this title was put forward 
by Sir John A. Macdonald during ithe 
negotiations leading to Confederation. 
Sir John was’ quite eager for 
name Kingdom . and _ pressed 
claims during the drafting of the Bri- 
lish North America Act in London 
early in 1867. The sixth draft of the 
bill contained the title “Kingdom of 
Canada,” replacing the words “United 


Provinces” of the preceding draft, and | 


Sir John made every effort to retain 
the monarchal term. 

The change to Dominion of ‘Can- 
ada was made at the instance of 
Lord Derby, then Foreign Minister, 
who, as ‘Sir John said in 1889 in a 
letter to Lord Knutsford, “feared the 
first name would wound the sensibili- 
ties of the Yankees.” Sir John in the 
same letter defended his . proposal, 
and said that, had it been accepted, 
he was sure the Australian colonies 
would “have been, applying to be 
placed in the saine rank.” ‘ 

It is doubtful if, after sixty years’ 
use of the word “Dominion,” there 
will be found any good reason for'a 
change. 


Found Airplane Trip Easy 


Few Days Unpleasant, Says Lady 
Hoare, After*Long Journey 
“Tlying eleven days straight off is 
much easier and less trying than I 
had expected,” said Lady Maud 
Hoare, the only woman who hés flown 
12,000 miles on an air voyage, when 
she stepped io the befogged platform 
of Victoria station, after an ‘air trip 
to India and back with her husband, 
Sir Samuel Hoare, the air minister., 
Fog had prevented the completion 
of the last stage from ‘Paris to Lon- 
don by air, and the two were obliged 
to make the tedious channel crossing.
